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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


F Most of the tables in this publication have been prepared entirely on a 
monthly basis to provide easy comparison of data. With a few exceptions, annual 
and quarterly figures are expressed as monthly averages and these can be converted 
to actual totals by multiplying by 12 and 3 respectively. 


For example (from page 5): 


Births in year 1966 - 
Monthly average 1,694 
Therefore annual total = 12 X 1,694 =20, 328 
(Actual figure is 20, 322) 


Deaths in December quarter 1966 - 
Monthly average 811 
Therefore quarterly total= 3 X 811 = 2,433 
(Actual figure is 2,434) 


The statistics as published can be adapted to give information in a 
number of different forms, For instance - 


(1) Details can be obtained for calendar or financial years as required by 
addition of figures for the four relevant quarters. 


(2) Progress total for the year to date can be obtained by adding totals of 
quarters and months, e.g. if May figures are the latest published, total 
for the 5 months to May = 3 X monthly average of March quarter + April and 
May. 


This procedure can be used to calculate corresponding figures for the 
same period of the previous two years or similar information on a financial 
year basis. 


Details of production on pages 10-13 are for selected items only. 
Particulars for several commodities of considerable importance in this State 
have been withheld because publication would reveal confidential information. 
Final amendments are made only to annual and not to quarterly production figures 
so that monthly averages for the year and the four quarters will not necessarily 
reconcile. 


All values in this issue are expressed in decimal currency ($2 = £1). 
In tables where figures have been rounded, discrepancies between totals and 
sums of components are due to rounding.

Estimates of the population from September 1961 to March 1966 have been revised 
in accordance with preliminary results of the Census, 30th June 1966 and with 
the adoption of a new method of oe ee In this method the population of 
the State is estimated by adding to the population ascertained at the census 

the natural increase and the allocation of the net gain to Australia by oversea 
migration for the State; gains and corresponding losses that result from move- 
ments between this State and other States are also taken into account, in so 

far as they are recorded as transfers of residence under child endowment proced- 
ures_or Commonwealth electoral procedures, supplemented by results of any special 
count or sample survey. The previous method of estimating was based on the 
addition to census population figures of natural increase and all net recorded 
movement from overseas according to embarkation/disembarkation in this State as 
well as all net recorded movement by air, rail, sea and bus between this State 
and other States. 

Prior to June 1966 the metropolitan area comprised 21 municipalities. From 

June 1966 new criteria based mainly on population density have been adopted; 

the boundary for Adelaide has been extended to embrace new areas including 
Elizabeth, Salisbury and Tea Tree Gully.
